Two additional telegrams were re- 


ceived by the governor Monday night 
from Sheriff Ward. One advised him 
that Hie miners who had sig-nified their 
intention of going across the country 
to stop trains have not yet left Wells- 
ton, nnd the other, that the miners' 
committee of 100 had agreed to do 
nothing more until after Tuesday's 
meeting in this'city. 


The Norfolk and Western has placed 


heavy guards at dangerous points, and 
tlic sheriffs of the counties through 
which the road runs are deputizing 
citizens to assist in maintaining the 
laws. 


T lie oilieials of the ro.id advised the 


oilioiiils of tlie mineworkcrs that the 
miners of Coalton were holding a meet- 
ing which was being addressed by a 
minister named Dickinson. Mr. Mc- 
}tride said, laconical!}': "Let 
him 


preach." The national president sug- 
gested 1>y this declaration what has 
lii'cn assumed, that he is humiliated by 
the refusal of the miners to recognize 
his authority, and confesses himself 
uiiiihlc to control them. 


Several times "Mr. Mcliride has tele- 


frniphcd the miners that a resort to 
mob violence would lose them the sym- 
pathy of the people. But little atten- 
tion Im.s been paid to these appeals, 
and the indications arc that at Tues- 
day's meeting of the executive commit- 
tee Mcllride will ask that the strike be 
(h'ulnrod off, though lie insists that he 
IKIS no intention of doing so. 


It is reported here Monday that pol- 


ities has entered into -the fight in the 
jUiissillon district. The o£>erators, it is 
kaiil, have made overtures to Mcliride, 
oll'eiing to support him in his fight for 
congress if he will permit- the miners 
to work. It is hardly necessary to say 
tliat Mr. Mciiride has refused to avail 
himself of this offer. 


A special bulletin to the miners was 


issued Monday from the national head-' 
quarters. It denies the rumor that the 
.strike will be declared off and warns 
the miners against sensational news- 
paper reports. 


"There is no break in our ranks," it 


Fays, "and there need be none if you 
kuep'the peace and recognize the law. 
The holding up of trains'and'obstruct- 
ing of railroad traffic by large bodies 
of miners has resulted in not only 
bringing the militia into action, but in 
turning1 the tide of public opinion 
nrrainst us to an extent almost dis- 
heartening to us, and we say to yon 
candidly that, regardless of the provo- 
cation you may have, such work means 
<U'.feat to our cause, hence you must 
btop such work."

TEKRE HAUTE, Ind., June 5.—The 


wildest reports came from the Shel- 
buru district Monday night of trouble 
with the striking miners. 


Company B, of this city, of the First 


Regiment Indiana Legion, was due 
home from Caunelburg, at 4:45 Monday 
evening, but had not arrived at mid- 
night, being stopped, with Company F, 
in the Shelburn district, to assist troops 
there in coping with the disturbances 
of the striking miners, who seem to be 
on the verge of desperation. 
The 


trouble at Cannelburg is over, Adjt. 
Gen. Bobbins having broken camp 
.there, and the entire trouble is uo\v 
centered at Shelburn and 
adjacent 


country. 


The freight train on the JEvansville <£ 


Terre Haute road, due here at 0 o'clock 
.Monday evening from the Shelburn 
district, did not arrive till IO:SO Mon- 
day night, and the story the crew tell 
is 
a 
thrilling 
one. 
They 
were 


hauling live loads of coal, bound 
for Terre Haute, the militia being a 
little ahead on another train, when sud- 
denly, about two miles from Farmers- 
burg, an armed body of miners 9c- 
scended from a hill, and at the point 
of Winchester rifles compelled the en- 
'gineer to run the coal train up a siding 
on to the coal branch.,. Simultaneously 
a bridge on the branch was set fire to, 
and the engine, after leaving the coal 
track, had to run through the fire to 
get to the main track. 


Two shots were fired at the cab, but 


neither engineer nor fireman was hurt. 
The proceedings were bold to an amaz- 
ing degree, almost under the eyes of 
the militia. The troops charged back, 
but the miners retreated to the hills. 
Four of the leaders were arrested. 


The latest at midnight was that the 


militia, were ready at a moment's notice 
for an attack, and the greatest excite- 
ment prevails. The railroad company 
is trying to repair the bridge. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June fl.—A spe- 


cial messenger from Gen. McKee to 
Gov. Matthews brought the news Mon- 
day evening that the miners are con- 
gregating in large numbers, and are 
manifesting a bad temper. 


It was stated that the infantry seem- 


ed to excite no fear or respect, and 
that a Gatling gun was needed. Gov. 
Matthews has just ordered out the re- 
serve of Battery A., andcit is getting 
ready to leave at midnight for Shel- 
burn under command of Capt. Curtis. 


Dynamite was found on the track at 


Shelburn, and some one fired at Gen. 
McKee Monday, evening. A train of 
coal cars was allowed to pass Shelburn. 
but was sidetracked at Farmersburg, 
twelve miles distant, where there are 
no soldiers. Six companies have been 
ordered there from Cannelburg. 


Gov. Matthews said Monday night'he 


wanted troops enough to be on the safe 
side to prevent rather than quell 
trouble. He counseled with lawyers 
as to whether he could remove Sheriff 
Mills.'' It was concluded he did not 
have the power, but that the judge can 
appoint an elisor to relieve him, which 
will be done. . 


INSTIGATORS' REPORT. 


Part Two of the Sugar Deal Testimony— 


What Mill* Deities. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Senator Gray, 


as chairman of the special committee 
to investigate the alleged operations of 
the sugar trust in connection .with 
tariff legislation Monday submitted to 
the senate the second batch of testi- 
mony taken before that committee 
concerning the examination of all the 
democratic members of the finance'com- 
mittce,- including Senators VooVhees, 
Jones, Harris, Vest, McVherson, Mills 
and Secretary Carlisle and Hon. John 
Dewitt Warner of the house. 


Senator-Mills denied all knowledge 


of the reported secret interview of Sec- 
retary Carlisle on the sugar question, 
and said that he and Senator Johesand 
Senator-Vest had prepared the sugar 
schedule as first reported, and he 
knew nothing of any memorandum 
for the schedule from the secretary. 
He 
also denied all knowledge of 


the alleged Sunday conference of the 
finance committee with those inter- 
ested in securing sugar legislation. 
He said he had never heard of mem- 
bers of the Eugur trust being in the 
capitol while he was acting as a mem- 
ber of the finance committee and that 
he had never met any of the members 
of the trust. The letter of introduc- 
tion was merely a formal note contain- 
ing only two or three lines. He de- 
clined to see Mr. Havcmeyer.. Senator 
Mills also denied any knowledge of 
contributions to the democratic cam- 
paign committee. 


Mr. McPherson said that as far as he 


knew, there was no truth in any of the 
charges published concerning Secre- 
tary Carlisle and the doings of the su- 
gar trust. 
For himself, he said he dis- 


agreed with the committee as to the 
sugar schedule. lie opposed the sugar 
schedule presented by the committee, 
and did a little raving over that him- 
self, but never saw Mr. Carlisle do any 
of it. 
. ' 
' 


At one time Mr. McPherson said he 


laid before the committee the views of 
his friends, Mr. Matthieson, a member 
of the sugar trust, but did not indorse 
them; on the contrary, he opposed them 
and voted against the committee's 
proposition. 


The witness said Mr. Searls, secreta- 


ry of the American Sugar Refining Co., 
came to his home and argued that a 
proposition offered by Mr. McPherson 
would give the sugar refiners nothing. 


The most interesting part of Mr Me- 


Pherson's testimony related to his own 
investments in sugar stook, 300 shares 
of which he purchased in November, 
1893. Mr. McPherson said that during 
the holiday recess of congress he trans- 
ferred his stocks and bonds to his 
son.

Congressman Keifer's Plan for 


Settling Labor Troubles. 


A Board of'Arbitration Consisting,of 


- 
Five Members To Be Created. 
- 


The Board to Assemble In the Capitol of 


the Stato Where Difference Kxlfit, Hear 


JKvldence and Arbitrate the Matter— 


It* 
Decisions to Bo Binding. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—A plan for ad- 


justing labor differences through a na- 
tional board of arbitration has been 
formulated by Representative Kiefer, 
of Minnesota. The bill provides for 
the appointment by the president of 
three commissioners of arbitration. 
The commissioner of labor is made cx.- 
officiO a member of the abitration 
board. The governor of a state in 
which a labor controversy occurs is 
also a member. The board of arbitra- 
tion thus consists of five members. In 
order to secure the offices of the board, 
application is first made to the gov- 
ernor, the form of application being 
set forth in the bill. The application 
may be made by employers or om- 
.ployes. -In the latter case it must bo 
in behalf of at least fifty employes of 
an organization having one thousand 
members: throughout the country. If 
the governor is satisfied that a conflict 
exists 
which 
can not 
ho amica- 


bly 
settled, 
he 
applies' to 
the 


national 
board of 
arbitration 
to 


:take charge of the question. 
The 


board assembles in the state capitol, 
hears evidence and arbitrates the dif- 
ferences in the usual manner. Its de- 
cisions are made as binding as those of 
a federal court of law. Provision is 
also made for enforcing the decision of 
arbitration. Pending the hearings of 
the board the governor is clothed with 
powers to preserve the peace and sup- 
press the strike. 


Mr. Kiefer appreciates that the state

There IB a quaint and cartons old 


town on the Colorado river in Arizona, ~ 
situated about one hundred and forty 
miles above the town of Yuma, that te. — 
known to the few who are aware of Its 
existence by the name of Ehrehburg1. 
It now consists -only of a few long 
streets of crumbling1 and "uninhabited 
adobe houses and a population of about 
twenty '"Mexicans and Indians with 
perhaps half a dozen whites. But, ac- 
cording1 to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, it was not always thus. In for- 
mer days, before tho advent of the two _ 
transcontinental railways that now 
cross the territory, Ehrenbnrgf was a 
place of some importance and boasted 
a population, transient and permanent, 
of near one thousand souls. In those 
days, besides being1 the center of a 
flourishing placer mining district, it 
was the entry port for all the freight 
and passenger traffic between Cali- 
fornia and northern Arizona, a line of 
river steamboats from Yuma making a 
weekly landing and the overland stagti 
between San Bernardino, Cal., and 
Prescott, Arizona, crossing the river by 
ferryboat at this point. In J 878, when 
the Southern Pacific railway reached. 
the territory,,the glory of Ehrenburg- 
commenced to decline, and later, when'•* 
the Atlantic and Pacific railway built: 
its bridge at the Needles, sixty miles " 
above, the old town was soon deserted 
by all save a few miners who held 
claims in the vicinity, and since than; 
both the town and its Inhabitants haver : 
been enjoying a filp Van Winkle re- 
pose. ,If wo are permitted to judge 
from the results of an official investlga- - 
tion lately conducted at the Eliren-, 
burg post office, this statement must be 
especially true as regards the post- * 
master of this forgxitten town. 


It seems that one Jesus Daniels, a 


Mexican, received the appointment of 
postmaster to the town some twelve 
years ago, and has ever since held the •" 
position without the interference of 
• 


postal authorities and without com- 
municating with them in any manner 
whatever. The population of the dis- 
trict tributary to the post office has In- 
creased 
during 
the last eighteen 


months, owing to an awakening inter- 
est in some of the old mines in the vi- 
cinity, and tho failure of letters to 
reach their destination through that 
office led to complaints, until the mat- 
ter culminated in Inspector George B. 
Watcrbury being sent from Washing- 
ton to Investigate. He arrived there 
some weeks ago, and his examination 
brought to light a curious state of af- 
fairs. In tho office were found one 
hundred and fifty-eight letters, some 
of them postmarked twelve years ago. , 
Among them were seven registered 
letters, fifty-seven with requests for re- . 
turn of them; seven were addressed to 
Ellisburg, Wash., and had never been 
forwarded, and flfty-pno were ad- 
dressed to persons living in Ehrenburg. 
Those latter the • inspector himself de- 
livered to the parties to whom they 
were addressed. Laid to one side were 
sixty official letters addressed to the 
postmaster, not one of which had been 
opened, and two full sacks of newspa- 
per mail lay in a corner, neither of 
which had been opened. It was also 
brought to light that since taking 
charge of the office Daniels has never 
made a report or purchased a stamp , 
from Washington. Further search re- 
vealed the fact that three years ago 
Thomas J. Goodwin, an old citizen of 
Ehrenburg, had been appointed post- 
master of the town, and his commis- 
sion had been 'duly forwarded to him. 
Tho document was found unopened, 
and of course had not been delivered.

corner of the stamp were torn it would 
not be accepted. 
Although the de- 


partment acknowledges that occasion- 
ally in. the application of this role 
Borao hardship results complaints are 
rarely made. 
As regards its observ- 


ance in tho New York poet office As- 
sistant Postmaster Gaylor said the other 
day: 


"It is an order which is impressed 


upon every new clerk, although we ex- 
pect them to exercise a certain amount 
of discretion and common sense. 
The 


validity of a postage stamp, under the 
law, depends'upon it never having been 
used before for postage, which must be 
determined from. the condition of "the 
stamp itself. 
There are many stamps 


on mail matter that go from post 
offices insufficiently canceled; the de- 
facement is often inconspicuous, some- 
times only in a corner or along the 
margin. 
If the practice were such as 


to admit the use of mutilated stamps, 
one part of which might bo" from an- 
other stamp, the government would b« 
defrauded. We have never in the New 
York post office -had complaints from 
people, whose "letters were not for- 
warded because the stamps were im- 
perfect. 
The cases of rejection of let- 


ters on account of mutilated stamp* 
are very few."

LABOR IS PROTECTED. 


Tho ir«t«n»e That Tariff ITotcotlon Bene- 


fit* KmployM Utterly-Fraudulent.. 


If this thing called protection were 


really fo* the benefit of working peo- 
ple and such a blessing to them as its 
defenders and Immediate' beneficiaries 
would have us believe, we would ex- 
pect to find the position of labor ex- 
ceptionally ^strong and its condition ex- 
ceptionally good. 


But this is precisely what we do not 


find. Whenever there is a season of 
depression, slight or: severe, the first 
and loudest cry of distress comes from 
:those industries' that tare enjoying, to 
the utmost the alleged benefits of' the 
system of commercial restriction.'•; _The 
crops of the unprotected-farmers' may 
be ; short: and' prices low; there may be 
depression and' thousands may be 
thrown out of employment in the xm 
protected building trades; the same 
nviy happen in the unprotected ,busi 
ness of railway construction. • In sucl 
cases we seldom hear of extreme desti 
tution 
• and distress. 
The men 
im 


mediately affected' have to restric 
their indulgence in the comforts and 
to some extent the necessaries of life 
but somehow they • manage to exis 
without making- much complaint of 
poverty and they rarely appeal to pub- 
lic charity. 
• 
• •'. 
But the moment depression, no mat- 


ter where or how it may originate, 
reaches a protected industry, as it al- 
ways does sooner or later, there is a 
loud outcry. When a few protected 
mills shut clown or a few protected 
mines suspend operations we begin to 
hear of want and distress and loud 
calls for relief. ^/The unprotected ma- 
jority of the .people, who have already 
been forced to contribute in tho way Of 
high tariff prices an enormous aggre- 
gate for the maintenance of the pro- 
tected industries, must contribute more 
to keep the labor employed in these in- 
dustries from freezing and starving. 
The unprotected, hard pressed us they 
may be by -the involuntary burdens 
they have had to carry, assume a vol- 
untary burden for the relief of toilers 
in industries which are protected upon 
the pretense of-benefitting labor. 


This is no theory, but fact open to 


common observation. It is not a fact 
of the existing situation merely, but a 
fact conspicuous in every one of those 
depressions which are of such frequent 
recurrence under the system of alleged 
protection. Itennnotbe attributed to 
a prospect of tariff reduction, for it ap- 
pears quite as plainly when there is no 
such prospect. 
It is a fact which 


stamps the whole system as a mon- 
strous imposition and ii fraud. 


And it is easily accounted for by any 


one who will take the trouble to think. 
The system 
imparts an unhealthy 


stimulus to the pampered industries by 
holding out the promise of great profits 
and vast fortunes quickly amassed 
Excessive production naturally results, 
necessarily followed by restriction, re- 
duction of wages or time, and a whole- 
sale discharge of workmen. 
Then, 


when stocks are exhausted there is ex- 
cessive production 'again under the 
same unnatural stimulus. And so it 
goes. There is a continued ague, al- 
ternating- shakes and fever in the cod- 
Icd industries. Under such conditions

The Way ID Which They Car* for 


Mnnago Th«lr Flocks. 


Sheep farmers in England do not all 


follow the sumo methods of care and 
management of their flocks, says John 
Jackson, of Ontario. In some sections 
where they have shaded permanent 
pastures the sheep are allowed to roam 
at large for a portion of the season. In 
other parts of the country they are 
folded In hurdles summer and winter. 


In some eases they are folded on 


grass land, and moved every day; in 
others they are liept in folds, the grass 
being cut and fed in racks—in this case 
they are moved atregular intervals, so 
that in either case by this system the 
land is regularly and evenly manured. 
And again, in other cases, the land is 
sown with vetches; the sheep are then 
folded on this land, the vetches being 
cut forward of the fold, and also fed in 
the racks. Another thing the flock 
masters are very particular about is to 
use nothing but a Qrst-class ram, even 
in the flocks that are only kept for wool 
and mutton. 
They attend the ram 


sales and buy the best they can get. 
I 


Icnow of a breeder that sole) last year 
at the Cireneester ram sale forty rams 
that brought enough money to pay the 
rent on a good farm of eight hundred 
acres, and the most of these rams 
would be bought for crossing. 


But to determine just how far we 


can follow the English practice of 
management in our flocks^ we must 
fjrst consider the different 
circum- 


stances in which we are placed—our 
hotter climate in summer, the more in- 
tense coir! >n winter, the smallnoss of 
otir (loelts, cost of labor, value of the 
product, etc. Yet in many ways, to a 
certain extent at. least, we would do 
"well to follow their example in the 
care and management of their flocks. 
And. 
while the hot sun and severe 


frost may be against us to some extent, 
our climate as a whole is ahead of the 
English climate for the health and 
growth of sheep. 


The Camera and Phonograph • Uwd with 
. EffMt to Indue* K*Mk» Km!*r»tl<m. 


When one of tba Australian squad- 


ron was patrolling the South seas 
lately, she came up with m sailing Tea- 
sel, and one of her officers boarded the 
stranger, says the Sydney Mall. She 
proved to be a colonial craft, engaged 
in recruiting Kanakas for the Queens- 
land plantations.' On board the naval 
officer noticed" a 'phonograph. He was 
told that before' the vessel left Queens- 
land the captain visited some of the 
sugar plantations where South Sea 
islanders are employed. He took a 
camera arid a phonograph, and then he 
went into the business of photograph- 
ing1 groups of natives.on the planta- 
tions; also taking individual pictures 
of well-known natives "from the New 
Hebrides and others 'from the Solomon 
group. Edison's invention was then 
brought into" service, the best known 
of the natives, especially those who 
have relatives and friends' in tb* 
islands, being asked tb speak into the 
phonograph anything they would like 
to tell their friends^" Large numbers of 
these phonograph letters were pro- 
cured, giving accounts'of what sort of 
life the Kanakas were having on the 
plantations and any other news that 
would interest the "old folks at horns" 
at Mallicollo, Ambrym, San Christoval, 
Malaita and other islands. After se- 
curing a good supply the ingenious 
shipmaster sailed for the islands, and, 
when last seen, was astonishing tho 
natives. Many of the photographs he 
had transferred to glass for use with the 
lime HghV.and with the, photographs 
and the phonograph he was in a posi- 
tion to give such an exhibition of life 
on a plantation as .fairly changed the 
native doubts Into an enthusiastic de- 
fine to emigrate.

If any misgiv- 
ings were felt before the phonograph 
was produced, that bewitched machine 
dispelled them by making the lime 
light figure of their friend address the 
natives in their own tongue, and in 
the same voice that they knew so well 
when he dwelt among them. Needless 
to say, the phonograph has proved a 
valuable recruiting accessory.

EXTRAORDINARY VITALITY. 


Tlie longevity of Tonds and Frog* Said to 
lie Surprising. 


The persistence of life in frogs is 


very long. 
Spallanzani preserved 


some frogs in a mass of snow for two 
years. They became dry, stiff 
and 


almost friable, but a gradual heat 
brought them back to life. 
Vnlpian 


observed a return of life in frogs and 
salamanders that had been poisoned 
with curate and nicotine. 
In both 


cases the animals in question had been 
for several days in the condition of 
cadavers. Toads have been slnit up in 
blocks of plaster, and then, having 
been deprived of all air except what 
may penetrate through the material, 
and of all sources of food, resuscitated 
several years afterward. The question 
presents one of the most curious prob- 
lems that biological science has been 
called on to explain. The longevity 
and Vital resistance of toads are sur- 
prising. Resides the experiments we 
have cited, nature sometimes presents 
some already made, and vastly more 
astonishing. Toads are said to have 
been found in rocks. Such cases are 
rare, but it wonld be as unreasonable 
to doubt them as to believe in some of 
the miraculous explanations that have 
been made of the matter. The phe- 
nomenon is marvelous, it is true., but 
it is supported by evidence that wc^are 
not able to contest; and skepticism, 
which is incompatible with science, 
will have to disappear if rigorous ob- 
servation shall confirm it- 


Chmnoe. of Three Fennle* F»llln« All 


Heada or All Talli. 


Supposing a man to toss three pen- 


nies in the air, what are the chances 
of their coming down all heads! or 
tails? This is a question discussed 
in a recent number of Nature by Fran- 
cis Galton, of the Royal society. jHe 
upsets a popular delusion regarding- 
the laws of eha'nce. It is obvio»s that 
at .least two of the coins thrown in 
the air must turn up alike, for when 
tho coins are on the ground there must 
always be either two beads or tails 
showing. The question then in as to 
the chance of the third coin turning 
up a head or a tail. It is of course an 
even chance whether a third coin trims 
one side or the other. 


Is it, therefore, an even chance that 


all three coins will be alike? Mr. (Sal- 
ton says it is uot an even chance, and 
that the man who bets his money on 
such a theory would lose in the end. 
He says the relative chance of. all 
three coins turning up alike Is two to 
eight, and he figures it out in this vmy: 
There are two different and equally 
probable ways. in which a coin may 
turn-up, there are four ways in which 
two coins may turn up, and there :are 
eight ways in which three coins ijnay 
do so. Of these eight ways one is all 
heads and another all tails. While it 
is an even chance whether a third coin 
is heads or tails it ia not an even 
chance that the third coin will turn 
the same as the other two. 


In order to test th» matter Mr. Gal- 


ton tossed three coins eight times. 
Only twice did they come up all alike, 
while the third coin was equally divid- 
ed between heads and tails. Mr. Gal- 
ton then made 120 throws of dice, with 
three dice in each throw, the odd num- 
bers counting as heads and the even 
numbers as tails. The 130 throws were 
divided into three groups of forty in 
each, and gave the result of all alike— 
8, 12, 8, total, 28, as against not all 
alike—32, 28, 82; total, 
92. 
This 


seemed to settle the matter, and Indi- 
cated that the most probable expecta- 
tion in the case of the dice was 80 to 
90.
